SCORES of new jobs are to be created at 
the Harlow distribution centre of leading 
electrical retailer Comet.

“It shows that Harlow remains an attractive loca¬ 
tion for business, with its fantastic location and 
excellent value for money. With Comet’s expansion it 
demonstrates that there is real confidence in Harlow 
as a place worth investing in.” 

MP Rob Halfon said the firm’s commitment to 
Harlow proved the town was a “place to do busi¬ 
ness”, adding: “At a time when we’ve had so much 
bad news I think this is a very encouraging develop¬ 
ment. 

“I think it’s a clear sign that the town is a place to 
do business and I will certainly be doing lots of shop¬ 
ping in Comet in the future!”

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Elderly couple's years of hell at hands of benefits cheat 


THE plight of an elderly Harlow couple 
who suffered years of harassment after 
their details were given to a suspected 
benefit fraudster they had reported to 
the authorities has been highlighted in 
the House of Commons. 

The case was raised by the town’s 
MP Robert Halfon during a debate on 
anonymity. 

Mr Halfon said the couple, who he 
did not name, had been harassed, intim¬ 
idated and in some cases physically 
abused after Government agencies 
revealed their identities to the fraudster 
who was their neighbour. 

Speaking directly to justice minister 


Crispin Blunt, Mr Halfon said the cou¬ 
ple were “two utterly decent, salt-of-the- 
earth individuals” who had obeyed the 
law, worked hard and saved all their 
lives but who had suffered unnecessari¬ 
ly because of the actions of state agen¬ 
cies. 

When the couple reported the bene¬ 
fits cheat they believed their identities 
would be kept secret under the terms of 
the Data Protection Act. But that did not 
happen and as a result they had suffered 
four years of harrassment including 
having their car damaged and receiving 
death threats. 

The husband had also received a 


court summons from the man seeking 
£5,000 for loss of benefit, using police 
as harassment and a range of other 
claims. 

The couple had to employ a solicitor 
and barrister at a cost of almost £8,000 
to defend themselves. 

Speaking during the Commons 
debate, Mr Halfon asked: “What kind of 
country are we living in when the crim¬ 
inal justice system can be abused in 
such a way? What is the point of laws at 
all if the good and decent suffer because 
of incompetence and bureaucracy?” 

Mr Blunt said he could not comment 
on individual cases but added: “I whol¬ 


ly share my honorable friend’s concern 
that those who perform a public duty by 
informing on people who commit bene¬ 
fit fraud or any offence should not be 
subjected to harassment. 

“Witnesses are vital to our criminal 
justice system and it is crucial that they 
receive appropriate support when they 
give evidence in criminal proceedings 
to ensure that justice is done. 

He added: “I hope it gives his con¬ 
stituents some reassurance to know wit¬ 
ness intimidation and witness protection 
is taken seriously and that we have sig¬ 
nificant powers to try to provide that 
protection.” 


Thieves steal Scouts' 
camping equipment

A GROUP of Scouts and Cubs 
in Harlow have been left with¬ 
out any camping gear after 
thieves stole £12,500 worth of 
equipment over the weekend. 

Just one week ahead of the 1st 
Great Parndon group’s first sched¬ 
uled camping trip of the year, large 
outdoor containers storing tents, 
cooking utensils and tools were 
taken from their Snow Farm hall on 
Saturday night. 

Shocked leaders arrived at the 
hall, off School Lane, on Sunday 
morning to find that padlock bolts 
on the gates had been cut and the 
two containers storing the equip¬ 
ment were missing. 

The green storage units, one of 
which was on loan from a local com¬ 
pany, were worth thousands of 
pounds each. 

They were also being used to store 
go-karts worth £200 a piece which 
the Scouts and Cubs had brought 
with fundraising money a couple of 
years ago. 

Group Scout Leader Lynn Curtis 
said: “To be honest I’m lost for 
words regarding the cruelty of these 
people’s actions. 

“The Scouts are incredibly disap¬ 


pointed as they are going on winter 
camp this coming weekend and 
much of the equipment was stored in 
the container. 

“The containers are huge so it was 
obviously an organised job as a lorry 
and crane would have been needed 
to lift them. 

“The thing is the thieves probably 
didn’t even realise that all that 
equipment was in the containers. It’s 
most likely they were targeting the 
containers directly for scrap metal or 
possibly with the intent to sell the 
containers on.” 


Police are investigating the theft 
and have appealed for anyone who 
saw a lorry leaving the area 
overnight on Saturday to contact 
them. 

“More than anything it’s the his¬ 
torical loss that has really hit us,” 
added Lynn. “Some of it has been 
with us for over 50 years and can’t 
ever be replaced.”

PAH in talks over 
parking problems 

COMPLAINTS over parking at Har¬ 
low’s Princess Alexandra Hospital have 
prompted health chiefs look to look at 
ways of increasing the number of 
patient and visitor spaces. 

The PAH NHS Trust is currently con¬ 
sulting with staff over plans to rent bays 
at a town centre car park for the use of 
its employees in a bid to free up existing 
spaces at the hospital for public use. 

The trust hopes a planned £1 rise in 
the cost of parking in the hospital 
grounds will persuade some staff to 
park the five minute walk away from 
the hospital to take advantage of the 
cheaper rate. 

Chief executive Jane Herbert said: 
“Many hospitals across the UK have 
insufficient parking for the level of 
demand and PAH is no exception. 

“We receive a high level of com¬ 
plaints from visitors and patients on 
this subject and our workforce com¬ 
plain about the same issue. 

“We are looking to address both 
problems by offering a range of solu¬ 
tions and are seeking the views of our 
staff through a short consultation 
process.” 

Murder trial starts 

THE trial of a man accused of murder 
was due to start at Chelmsford Crown 
Court yesterday (Wednesday). 

Simon Payne (39), of Spencers Croft, 
Harlow, has pleaded not guilty to mur¬ 
dering Anthony Farley (36) and

(47) at Pennymead Tower on June 5 last 
year. 

The trial is expected to last for two 
weeks.

D O you believe in ghosts? 
Staff at the Green Man 
Hotel in Old Harlow in 
the 1980s certainly began to 
following a series of 
unexplained mishaps in the 
building. 

According to some employees, 
pictures would suddenly fly off the 
walls, strange sounds echoed around 
the hallways and things began 
mysteriously disappearing. 

One hotel secretary often returned to 
her previously tidy room to find 
make-up and clothes strewn all over 
the floor. 

As things began to get out of hand, 
ghosthunters Geoffrey Groom- 
Hollingsworth and Leslie Pearce, a 
local medium and a television crew 
from the BBC’s Ghost Hunters 
programme were called in to 
investigate the paranormal activity. 
They didn’t fail in their mission - 
after just one night, contact with the 
mischievous spirit was made. 

Megan, as she apparently liked to be 
called, was 26-years-old and the 
wife of the innkeeper who had lived 
at the hotel in the early part of the 
19th century. | When she discovered 
her husband was infertile, the lonely 
young woman found solace with 
Will, the local blacksmith. 

But Megan fell pregnant and was 


forced to beg forgiveness from the 
husband she had betrayed. He 
agreed to help raise the baby girl, 
but things were to always remain 
strained between the couple. 

Then, one night when the child was 
barely five years of age, a 
mysterious fire broke out in her 
nursery, killing her and her wayward 
mother. The nursery, it later 
transpired, had once been the room 
the hotel secretary was occupying. 

In 1986, a year after Megan's 
enthralling tale was revealed, the 


medium returned to the hotel to re¬ 
visit its most famous uninvited 
guest. . . . but left disappointed. 
Megan, she discovered, had moved 
on to pastures new.

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Committee confirms crematorium 'sell-off' plan 


PLANS to part-privatise Parndon Wood 
Cemetery and Crematorium will go ahead 
after members of Harlow Council’s scrutiny 
committee voted to uphold the original deci¬ 
sion following a challenge by Labour coun¬ 
cillors this week. 

The committee, which met on Tuesday, 
agreed to push ahead with the appointment of 
a private firm to take over the running of the 
ageing facility. 

Disappointed Labour group leader Mark 
Wilkinson told the Star he was not surprised 
by the outcome. 

“The scrutiny committee has a Conserv¬ 


ative majority so it was always unlikely to go 
any further,” he said. “But we still believe that 
without a doubt this decision is not about 
what is best for the town but about how much 
profit Harlow Council can make. 

“We realise the crematorium has problems 
and needs some investment but there are other 
money making options that would have kept 
the service in house and the costs to users fair. 

“We just wanted to explore all the options. 
The Conservative administration obviously 
didn’t.” 

Labour councillors have opposed the pro¬ 
posals since they were first agreed upon at an 


executive committee meeting on January 13. 
Last week scrutiny committee members Paul 
Sztumpf and Rod Truan called in the decision 
for further discussion. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson said yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday): “I am pleased the scruti¬ 
ny committee has backed our decision to 
move forward with a private partner to run the 
service. 

“The crematorium is in urgent need of 
major investment and I believe this partner¬ 
ship will provide that while at the same time 
safeguarding the council’s control of this 
facility.”

Hall sale secures 
theatre's future

THE future of the Victoria 
Hall Theatre in Old Harlow 
was finally secured this week 
after a group set up to save the 
building from closure com¬ 
pleted its purchase from Essex 
County Council. 

The sale marks the culmination 
of five years of fundraising and 12 
months of protracted negotiations 
for new owners Victoria Hall 
Performing Arts Association, a 
charitable trust of volunteers dedi¬ 
cated to safeguarding the building’s 
future as a community theatre. 

The former tenants will now run 
and administer the Bury Road 
venue on behalf of the performing 
arts community in and around 
Harlow. 

“After so long and so much sup¬ 
port, it is wonderful to have the 
Victoria Hall in the hands of those 
who manage and care for it,” said 
VHPAA chairman Chris Jolly. 

“We are most grateful for the sup¬ 
port and generous help given which 
will secure its future as an outstand¬ 
ing community theatre.” 

The county council’s asking price 
of £100,000 was met through 
fundraising, donations and a 
£40,000 grant from the authority’s 
own Community Initiatives Fund. 

County councillor Jeremy Lucas, 
cabinet member for heritage, culture 
and the arts, confirmed the sale had 
gone through earlier this week. 

“Essex County Council can 
announce that it has now sold the 
Victoria Hall Theatre to the Victoria 
Hall Performing Arts Association, 
who were renting the building for a 
number of years. 

“It is a charming and friendly the¬ 
atre seating just over 100. The build¬ 
ing is used by talented members of 
the community such as the Harlow 
Theatre Company and Sawbridge- 
worth Players, a fantastic example 
of the local communities working 
together to bring artistic talent to the 
town of Harlow.” 

VHPAA is now looking for local 
businesses interested in sponsoring 
the theatre to ensure it has a bright 
future at the heart of the communi¬ 
ty.

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Concerns over 
cuts to library 
opening times

PLANS to slash the opening 
hours at four of Harlow’s five 
libraries have raised fears 
over the possible impact on 
children’s education. 

Cash-strapped Essex County 
Council is currently consulting on 
its proposals to reduce opening 
hours at libraries at Old Harlow, 
Great Parndon, Tye Green and 
Mark Hall by a total of 13 hours a 
week as it looks at ways to balance 
the books. 

But this week the father of two 
children who regularly visit the 
libraries to participate in reading 
groups and activity days has criti¬ 
cised the plans, claiming the cut¬ 
backs will restrict their use of the 
service. 

Alan Scott, of Westbury Rise, 
said: “I regularly take my kids 
down to the library at Old Harlow. 
It’s a fantastic learning resource 
and there are always activity days 
and book groups they enjoy taking 
part in. 

“But if the opening hours are cut 
it will inevitably lead to some of 
these fantastic group activities 
being lost and will make it much 
more difficult for many to use the 
service at all.” 

Another parent, who did not 
want to be named, said he feared 
the cutbacks were the “tip of the 
iceberg”. 

“Although the county council 
has said it is not planning to close 
any of the libraries, I’m worried 
that reducing the opening hours is 
merely the first step towards wind¬ 
ing down the service completely. 

“My kids love using the Old 
Harlow library. They would be dev¬ 
astated if they couldn’t use it any¬ 
more.” 

The county council claims the 
proposals for revised opening 
hours were determined by the 
number of people living in each 
library’s catchment area and would 
lead to a more co-ordinated 
approach to the provision of servic¬ 
es. 

County councillor Jeremy 
Lucas, cabinet member for her¬ 
itage, culture and the arts, said: 
“Essex libraries have already taken 
steps to reduce the net cost of the 
service, partly by actively seeking 
ways of increasing income. 

“These measures are not suffi¬ 
cient in themselves to make all the 
required savings but the approach 
we have adopted is flexible enough 
to offer the opportunity of extend¬ 
ing opening hours again wherever 
we can introduce further revenue- 
producing arrangements with other 
organisations.”

'Garden Village' houses in 
line for conservation status 


A NUMBER of homes in Old Harlow 
could be designated a self-contained 
conservation area. 

Residents living in the clutch of 
distinctive properties in St John's 
Avenue, pictured above, Manor Road 
and The Hill are currently being 
consulted on the plans which would 
protect their historic homes from 
future redevelopment. 

The properties were built in the 
1920s as part of local entrepreneur 
Charles Scruby's plans for Harlow 
Garden Village, a rural idyll for city 
dwellers wanting to escape from the 
confines of the capital. 

Although the ambitious project - 
which also included plans for sports 
and leisure facilities - was never 
completed in its entirety, it remains 
an impressive example of the 
influential 'garden village' movement 
which helped inspire Sir Frederick 
Gibberd's masterplan for Harlow New 
Town. 

Each home bears the distinctive 
hallmarks of the style, painted in 


pastel colours and featuring front 
garden lawns, hedges, steep-pitched 
roofs and canopy porches. 

Tony Hall, chairman of Harlow 
Council's environment policy working 
group, said: "Harlow is well known 
as a post-war new town but its 
history of progressive design goes 
back much further to Harlow Garden 
Village and I hope that the 
consultation supports it being 
recognised. 

"We have on our doorstep a great 
example of a historic movement that 
gave us areas like Hampstead Garden 
Suburb in London and paved the way 
for the whole 'new town' movement. 
"Without it we arguably wouldn't 
have Harlow and places like Milton 
Keynes." 

Conservation area status would 
impact on the council's assessment 
of future planning applications and 
would mean that residents need to 
notify the authority before carrying 
out work to trees or demolishing any 
part of a building. 


Police appeal for witnesses 
to robberies on cycle track 


POLICE investigating two rob¬ 
beries on a cycle track in Harlow in 
the space of four weeks say they 
have not ruled out the possibility 
the same person was responsible. 

The first incident took place in 
the early hours of Sunday, Decem¬ 
ber 11. 

A woman walking through the 
underpass on the track leading to 
the Katherines estate was appr¬ 
oached from behind by a white man 
wearing a hoodie. He snatched her 
handbag which contained a Nokia 
mobile phone. 

Then, on the evening of January 
6, a man on a mobility scooter was 


on the path near Sycamore Field 
when he was confronted by a white 
male who demanded money. 

It is believed two other people 
may have been involved. 

Investigating officer PC Mark 
Goodings said: “At this stage I can¬ 
not confirm whether it is the same 
man carrying out these crimes. 

“I am keen to speak with anyone 
who may have information regard¬ 
ing these two robberies.”

Man fails in bid to overturn 
road rage attack jail sentence 


A MAN jailed for two years for his part in a 
road rage brawl on a petrol station forecourt 
has failed in an attempt to get the sentence 
quashed. 

Peter James was sent to prison last July 
after he was found guilty at Chelmsford 
Crown Court of affray. 

Two other men - Bradley Parker and 
Daniel Rumsey - were jailed for 18 months 
and 10 months respectively for their parts in 
the attack. 


James (47), of Oak Drive, Sawbridge- 
worth, appealed against the sentence but on 
Friday three judges rejected his arguments 
and upheld the sentence. 

Lord Justice Hooper, sitting at the Court of 
Appeal, said that in September 2008 a brawl 
broke out after Rumsey, who was driving a 
van, and James, in a Volkswagen Golf with a 
group of other people, arrived at the petrol 
station in Epping New Road. 

After a verbal confrontation, Rumsey 
walked over to the 
car and hit James 
on the top of the 
head with a claw¬ 
hammer. 

The other men 
then waded in and 
the hammer was 
taken from Rum¬ 
sey and used in a 
fight which left 
him with serious 
injuries, 

Lawyers repre¬ 
senting James arg¬ 
ued the judge at 
the original trial 
was wrong to sen¬ 
tence him on the 
basis that, as the 
driver pulling in to 
the petrol station 
after Rumsey’s 
van, he was intent 
on violence. 

But in rejecting 
the argument and 
upholding the sen¬ 
tence, Lord Just¬ 
ice Hooper said: 
“In our view it 
was an inference 
the judge was 
entitled to draw.”

Essex Police crime 
reduction officer Graham 
Anthony said people 
should never divulge their 
personal or bank details 
to a cold caller. 

“Treat all calls with 
care,” he said. “You 
should never give your 
details to anyone who 
contacts you 
unexpectedly, including 
by telephone, post, email 
or in person.” 

A Talk Talk spokesman 
told the Star they were 
carrying out a full 
investigation into the call.

Academy bid is a mistake 


SIR, Paul Beashel, chair of the 
Passmores School governing body, 
knows better than most why there 
have been no objections from 
parents or the local community to 
the school’s application for 
Academy status (Star, February 3). 
When they proposed to close their 
own school and move to a new 
building, there were several packed 
public meetings at which the 
overwhelming majority of those 
attending were opposed, but the 
governing body took no notice. 
There seems to have been a lesson 
well learnt here. 

At that time, one of the serious 
concerns was that Passmores 
would become an Academy and so 
begin a two-tier system of 


education in Harlow. Assurances 
were given that this would not be 
the case. Their application is, 
therefore, the most spectacular 11- 
turn. 

This could well be surpassed if 
they fail to keep their assurance 
that transport will be provided for 
those pupils who live in the area 
currently served by Passmores to 
travel to the new school. 

Mr Beashel knows just how easy it 
is to give empty assurances. It was 
he who said that priority 
admissions to the new school would 
be given to pupils who live in the 
Passmores area “in perpetuity”. 
This, again, will not be the case. 

All of this is relevant as new 
assurances are being given to staff 


that their terms and conditions of 
employment and pay will not be 
affected. The current 
administration is in no position to 
give such assurances as they have 
no idea who will follow them. 

We would do well to take heed of 
the example of Harlow College. 
When it was first incorporated (left 
local authority control), the wages 
and the holidays of the staff were 
on a par with schools. Now, some 
years on, lecturers’ grades have 
been replaced with less qualified 
tutors, wages have decreased and 
holiday entitlement is much less. 
The sad fact is that none of this is 
necessary. The vast sums of money 
that were around at the beginning 
of the Academy programme are no 


longer there and it is estimated 
that the start-up money is 
outweighed by the legal costs of 
setting up the Academy. 

What Passmores has achieved is to 
throw into turmoil the 
collaborative working that has 
existed in Harlow for some years. 
As parents of Passmores students, 
we were informed of the governing 
body’s decision as a throwaway line 
in a festive message at the end of 
December. The closing words were 
“If you want to know what it 
means for your child directly, the 
answer is nothing”. 

One is bound to wonder, then, why 
are they doing it?

was the cheapest and oldest one of all the 
teams, and that included a Mercedes and a Jeep 
Cherokee! 

“By the end of the trip we had lost the bumper 
and exhaust and the car was leaking brake fluid 
heavily, but we still managed to roll on through 
to the finish line!” 

So far the pair have raised £400 for their 
charity and hope to raise another £500 from the 
sale of their car which they left in Bamako to 
be auctioned off to buyers. 

Since returning to England, Oliver said he has 
found it hard to get used to ‘normal’ life again.

LES COBEN: At a recent meeting 
with the National Pensioners’ 
Convention, Minister of State for 
Pensions Steve Webb made the 
following statement: “The National 
Insurance fund is an accounting tool 
rather than an actual fund. The 
Government borrows from the fund 
and therefore if that money was used 
to pay for higher pensions the 
Government would have to raise that 
money from elsewhere.” Today’s 
pensioners have paid NI contributions 
during their entire working lives. The 
fund was reformed in 1948 and it was 
NOT a tax - its sole reason was to 
provide state pensions and benefits. 
Even though HM Treasury has stated 
there is currently a £54bn surplus in 
the NI fund, the basic state pension is 
still only £97.65 (rising to £102.15 in 
April), a whopping £62.85 short of the 
Government”s official poverty level 
figure of £165 (October 2010). Why 
can’t our pensions be increased to a 
reasonable figure? Even if every 
pensioner in the land was given a 
£3,636 bonus there would still be 
£14bn in the NI fund. After all, if the 
bankers can enjoy mammoth bonuses 
why shouldn’t we be afforded the same 
courtesy? 

ROBERT HALFON: National 
Insurance was originally introduced in 


1911 to pay for medical benefits (such as 
sick leave, and free treatment for 
tuberculosis) and a time-limited 
unemployment benefit for workers in 
industries such as shipbuilding that 
suffered from the extremes of boom and 
bust. 

A key assumption of the original fund 
was an unemployment rate of 4.6 per 
cent. At the time, unemployment was at 
three per cent and the fund was expected 
to build a surplus very quickly to guard 
against a rainy day. 

One hundred years of government - of 
all three parties - has seen this original 
mission expanded to include the basic 
state pension and other programmes, 
which are mostly to the good. However, 
governments have also hijacked the fund 
for other uses. As you say, it is now 
essentially an income tax. 

Because of this,it would be hugely 
expensive for the Government to raid the 


National Insurance Fund for higher 
pensions. In order to do this we would 
have to drastically cut spending - or 
drastically raise taxes - to make up the 
shortfall elsewhere. 

I believe in clear and simple taxes: 
people have a right to know where their 
money is going. But the system that we 
have inherited lumps everyone’s money 
into the same pot. What we pay in 
National Insurance today goes to pay for 
public spending today, not our pensions 
tomorrow. There has never been a legal 
connection between what we put in and 
what we get out. 

In some ways, we have lived a lie with 
National Insurance. I would support a 
simpler and more transparent system, 
with just one rate of income tax rather 
than income tax and National Insurance 
on top of each other. This would be much 
cheaper to administrate and the savings 
could be ploughed back into higher 


pensions. 

However, I absolutely agree that the 
basic state pension must increase. Older 
people, who have worked all their lives 
for Britain, deserve comfort and dignity. 
That is why, as you rightly say, in April 
we will increase the basic state pension 
by £4.50 to £102.15. 

Low income pensioners in Harlow will 
especially benefit as the majority of 
Pension Credit recipients will see a £4.75 
per week increase in their Guarantee 
Credit. 

Although Gordon Brown created the 
Cold Weather Payment, it was dare I say 
it a one-off measure for the election year. 
But the Conservative-led Government 
has made them permanent and tripled the 
amount from £8.50 to £25. This should 
help to keep Harlow homes warmer this 
February if we face another cold freeze. 
On top of all this we are also restoring 


the link between pensions and earnings. 
The Basic State Pension will always 
increase by the highest of prices, 
earnings or 2.5 per cent. 

Some people have asked why not just 
link pensions to consumer price 
inflation? But this “triple guarantee” 
ensures that a typical pensioner will 
actually get in their lifetime an additional 
£15,000 in extra state pension over and 
above what consumer price inflation 
would give them. This avoids the 
problem of what we have seen in the 
past, with outrages like the derisory 75p 
increase. 

I am proud of the fact that the 
Government has honoured David 
Cameron’s pledge to enhance the state 
pension, protect the Winter Fuel 
Allowance and other pensioner benefits 
that people depend on. 

Finally, the state pension could be 
increased to about £140 a week under 
Government plans to ensure everybody 
has a decent retirement income. If we 
scrapped complicated and expensive 
means-testing, we could save enough 
money from reduced bureaucracy to pay 
for £140-a-week. 

This would benefit everybody in 
retirement and would be a particular 
boost for women, many of whom lose 
out on the state pension after taking time 
out of work - and national insurance 
contributions - to bring up children.

SCIENTISTS believe 
that Harry Potter-style 
invisibility cloaks could 
one day become reality 
after inventing a device 
that makes small 
objects disappear! 
Although not quite up to the 
standard of the boy wizard's 
magic garment, it can render 
items like pins and paper clips 
invisible by splitting light. 

Made from calcite crystal, the 
‘cloak’ was built by physicists 
from the University ot 
Birmingham, Imperial College 


London and the Technical 
University of Denmark. 

Led by Dr Shuang Zhang ot 
Birmingham University's school 
of physics and astronomy, the 
team glued two triangular pieces 
ot calcite together and placed 
them on a mirror. 

When light enters the calcite, it 
splits into two rays travelling at 
different speeds and in different 
directions, making objects 
underneath appear to vanish. 
The researchers claim that using 
bigger calcite crystals would 
mean that much larger objects 


could be rendered invisible. 

Dr Zhang told reporters: “This is 
a huge step forward as, for the 
first time, the cloaking area is 
rendered at a size big enough for 
the observer to ‘see’ the invisible 
object with the naked eye. 

“We believe that by using calcite 
we can start to develop a cloak 
ot significant size that will open 
avenues for future applications of 
cloaking devices.” 

The research team’s finding have 
been published in a scientific 
journal called Nature 
Communications.

ESSEX County Council is to 
freeze its share of household¬ 
ers’ council tax bills.

£864m, which will keep the cost of 
an average Band D property in the 
county at £1,086.

“This has been one of the toughest 
budgets that I can ever remember the 
council having to set and I’m very 
proud that we have managed to not 
increase the council tax burden for 
residents while also keeping the sav¬ 
ings we have had to make to a mini¬ 
mum.

large challenges and the next 12 
months will see many changes, but I 
am determined that in Essex we keep 
residents at the heart of what we do 
and shape these changes around 
them.

Toad of Toad Hall 

Moot House Players, Moot Hall 


PERHAPS there never really was a 
golden age of the English 
countryside, but Moot House 
Players’ production of Toad of Toad 
Hall certainly convinced us that such 
a time existed. 

From the opening scene when a little girl, 
Marigold, explains to her nanny that the 
lives of animals might be as real to them 
as our own human lives are to us, we are 
in an idyllic world of imagination and 
nostalgia. 

Enchanting young Bethany Hewlett 
played Marigold with clear-voiced 
confidence, capturing perfectly the charm 
and innocence of the play and 
introducing us to the animal heroes.

The play, written by Winnie the Pooh 
creator A.A. Milne, is based on The Wind 
in the Willows by Kenneth Grahame and 
focuses on the misadventures of the 
boastful but loveable egotist, Mr Toad.

Badger - despair as he moves from one 
craze to another. As a wealthy animal he

It became a signature role for the actor 
known affectionately as The Duke, sharing 
the screen with a young Robert Duvall and 
Dennis Hopper. 

Almost 40 years later, Jeff Bridges is 
nominated for the Oscar for the very same 
role in Joel and Ethan Coen’s masterful 
reworking that layers this bloody tale of 
retribution with the brothers’ trademark 
black humour. 


It’s clear from his first appearance, shifting 
nervously in a courtroom witness stand, that 
Bridges is not paying homage to his 
predecessor. He mumbles words as if he is 
permanently chewing on a ball of tobacco, 
spitting out polished one-liners like bullets. 

“I was just 14 years of age when a coward 
by the name of Tom Chaney shot my father 
down and robbed him of his life,” explains 
Mattie Ross (Hailee Steinfeld) in her opening 
voiceover. “You must pay for everything in 
this world, one way and another. There is 
nothing free except the grace of God.” 

And so Mattie seeks out marshal Rooster 
Cogburn (Bridges) and hires him to help her 
track down Chaney (Josh Brolin), who has 
taken up with Lucky Ned Pepper (Barry 
Pepper) and his gang. 

A tenacious Texas Ranger called LeBoeuf 
(Matt Damon), who has been on Chaney's 
trail for some time, joins the hunting party. 

“I know Chaney,” he tells Mattie, “it is at 
least a two-man job taking him alive.” 

True Grit has an impressive 10 Oscar 
nominations and deserves every single one. 
Production design is impeccable, beautifully 
evoking the era when a gun spoke just as 
loudly as words. 

Steinfeld is a revelation as the plucky 
daughter on a quest for vengeance. She is 
utterly believable in the role, holding her 
own against seasoned co-stars. 

Bridges is a hoot but some of his best lines 
are impossible to understand on the open 
plains through his garbled delivery. Damon, 
Pepper and Brolin offer strong support. 

The Coens canter through the brilliantly 
orchestrated gunfights but always remain 
tightly focused on the characters and the 
delightful, if somewhat fractious, 
relationship between Mattie and Rooster. 


JOHN Wayne won the Oscar as hard- 
drinking gunslinger Rooster Cogburn in 
Henry Hathaway’s 1969 version of True 
Grit.

I T’S been 30 years since the 
quattro four-wheel drive 
system first appeared on an 
Audi road car in the UK and 
it’s hard to imagine the effect it 
would have on the perception 
of the brand. 

A few World Rally 
Championships helps of 
course, but it was always the 
road cars that were at the heart 
of the philosophy, giving the 
security of traction and grip in 
all weathers. 

Over the years the Quattro tag 
has been applied to every car in 
the range. Even the latest 
addition - the baby A1 - will 
eventually benefit from the 
high-tech transmission. But it 
is the performance cars that 
truly get across the point and 
the latest slice of compelling 
evidence is the RS3. 

Based on the existing A3 
Sportback, a premium 
hatchback that has been a 
frequent sight on UK roads, the 
RS3 gets a serious dose of 
aggression and attitude to turn 
it into a bona-fide performance 
car. The RS tag signifies the 
highest level of performance 
and it inherits the 2.5-litre five- 
cylinder turbocharged 
powerplant already seen in the 


TT RS. 

Developing a serious 335bhp 
backed up by 3311b.ft of torque, 
the RS3 puts its power down 
through the fiendishly-clever S- 
tronic seven-speed gearbox 
through to the quattro four- 
wheel drive system. 

It also looks the business. 

While a completely standard 
A3 Sportback is tasteful and 
relatively restrained, the RS 
treatment brings deep, 
aggressive spoilers and air 
intakes, chunky alloy wheels 
and a purposeful stance thanks 
to the lowered suspension. 

The inside is special, too. Even 
though it shares a cabin with 
lesser versions, there is plenty 


of leather, suede and superb 
bucket seats. 

But a car like this is all about 
the driving experience. Firing 
up the RS3 brings a deep, 
purposeful burble from the 
exhaust and a distinctive one at 
that thanks to the five-cylinder 
configuration. Slot the 
transmission into Drive and it 
will roll happily along, the 
large band of torque making 
life very easy for the driver. 

It takes no more effort to drive 
in this manner than any other 
Audi, and from the driver’s seat 
you could be forgiven for 
thinking it was a relatively 
humble machine. 

It only takes a moment to 
reveal the flip side, however. 


For the full effect the 
transmission needs to be 
switched to manual mode and 
the S button pressed, which 
activates a sound flap in the 
exhaust and also changes to a 
more aggressive throttle map. 
Start to squeeze the accelerator 
and the response is immediate, 
a distinct deepening of the 
exhaust note is accompanied by 
a rapid and prolonged burst of 
acceleration. 

The engine note increases in 
complexity and resonance as 
the rev counter closes in on the 
red line, all the while the 
speedometer is reading off 
ever-higher numbers. 

Flick the right paddle behind 
the steering wheel and the RS3 


effortlessly switches up a gear 
and the engine performs its 
brilliant act once again. 
Squeeze the brakes hard and 
speed is effortlessly shrugged 
off while the stiff suspension 
keeps everything on an even 
keel. 

The steering responds quickly 
and accurately to inputs, but it 
is the traction from the quattro 
system that allows you to 
exploit all the power much 
readily than in any two-wheel 
drive car. You have to trust the 
system and believe in the 
physics because it’s hard to get 
your head around what this car 
is capable of - press the 
throttle hard and early and you 
are catapulted out the other 
side in a blur. 

It may be a simple recipe but 
the combination of 
characterful engines, sharp 
and sophisticated chassis with 
a handsome and purposeful 
design is a delightful one to 
savour. 

The RS3 will be more limited 
than most, too, with just a few 
hundred examples reaching the 
UK later this year. But for the 
lucky few, it will be a car to 
savour.
